Censos, about 1,200. owners or 
users of water. These 1,200 men have 
appropriated about all of tbe 
natural 


Summer flj.w of oar streams, and tbey are 
entitled to tuia, and cannot bo deprived" of 
it. 
Still new parties are constantly coming 


in and tuk'.ng out .ditches, and old claim- 
ants are extending their cultivated c.r<a, 
thus onlliog for more watt-rT Tht issult ia 
that'in times of scarcity disputes arise over 
tbe right a to the water, and these disputes 
usually terminate in expensive lawsuits. 
Under tbe. existing laws the older claim, 
ants have no guarantee that others will not 
come in and take the waters on which they 
depend to produce crops, and their oo!y 
recourse ia a suit in the courts. 


Frequently io the history of this State 


there bare occurred seasons of extreme 
drought when tbe streams ran BO low that 
bat few of the irrigators were able to ob- 
tain sufficient wattr for their needs. .As 
our lair now Btands, there is ; no provision 
whereby the parties having tbe oldest 
rights are protected, as in justice tbey 
should be, except by resorting to the 
courts. 


ENDLESS UTIOATION. 


At the irrigation' convention held in 


Carson City a'little more than a year ago, 
Senator Stewart said: "A person desiring 
to irrigate land may come to tbe conclusion 
that there is ample nirplus wa'ter unclaimed 
in a stream for uii> purposes; bat when he 
bag constructed » ditoh he- invaiinbly finds 
himself in dispute aiid litigation as Boon as 
the stream . rnna low or ia-cleorfased in
